The problem 
comes right back to the protest 
which has upset and antagonized 
municipalities tliroughout the prov- 
ince: the provincial government's 
refusal to review the ~burden of 
taxes levied on property for educa- 
tional purposes—its refusal, indeed, 
to join with the municipalities in a 
study of the whole question of pro- 
vincial-municipal sharing of today’s 
high costs. 


The_communities which voted in 
favor of the college, despite-misgiv- 
ings about the distribution of the 
cost, are to be congratulated. They 
recognized that the battle against 
provincial government shortcomings 


should be waged at~general elec 
tions, not in school referendums at 
the expense of their children. And 
their readiness to accept regional 
administration and control of the 
project shows a progressive politi- 
cal attitude. 

The college proposal -itself ap- 
pears to be warranted by.the pres- 
ent and future numbers of potential 
students in up-Island districts, and 
when properly under way. it should 
do much to ease the problem of rap- 
idly increasing student populations 
at the University of Victoria and the 
institutions on the mainland. “Many 
students may be deterred from at- 
tending university in the first or 
second years by the prospect of 
having to board away from home 
at considerable expense. Insofar 
as the up-Island college will help 
to, meet this objection_it will deserve 
all: possible support: ; 

Saturday's voting, of course, was 
only on the principle of the pro- 
posal.. With formation of a regional 
college council now authorized, more 


"detailed plans and estimates can be 


prepared and, at a later date, the 
voters will have an opportunity to 
authorize a specific sum of money 
for the project. 

When that vote passes, as it 
should, the government should not 
interpret it as a victory over finan- 
cial ‘critics. 


Houses Need Land 


PROVINCIAL AND MUNICIPAL 

officials have raised their hands 
in horror at the latest boost in Na- 
tional Housing Act lending rates 
and have pointed out, quite correct- 


. ly, that this has erected_a heavy 


barrier-against home ownership for 
people of moderate incomes. Never- 
theless, in considering’ the current 
high prices of homes, aside from the 
difficulty of financing them,: these 
same critics of the federal govern- 
ment are not entirely blameless. 


One of the primary reasons for’ 


the sharp increase in the cost of 


“houses both old and new—an ins 


crease, of 25 per-cent and more in: 
the Victoria.area over the past five 
years—has been the shortage of 
reasonably-priced_ building lots. And 
when. it comes to land, the provin- 


cial government-has the. jurisdiction... 


and the municipalities share respon- 
sibility’ for _seeing -that serviced 


“Jand comes onto the market in an 


orderly fashion and in sufficient 
quantity to meet: demand. 

With the exception of a minimal 
amount of low-rental housing tied 
into urban redevelopment, the. prov- 
ince and the municipalities have 
failed to take any leadership in this 
Vital aspect of housing. 


There has been a laissez-faire 
attitude “toward ‘land for housing 
development, considering the popu- 
lation growth projections which the 
provincial. and municipal govern- 
ments’ own planners have been put- 
‘ting out for the pest detade. The 
‘only people acting on these projec- 
tions have been well-financed“land 
speculators who saw that there were 
large profits, to be made by buying 
raw land in the path of urban de- 
velopment and holding it for resale 
at higher prices. ~There could have 


, been—-and still could be—measures 


to courfter this, ranging from an un- 
earned increment tax tailored to the 
situation to immediate acquisition 
by the municipalities. of land-for 
future resale. 

It is interesting to note that the 


.Ontario government, with its Home 


Ownership ‘Made Easy (HOME) 
plan has taken.a lead-in this vital 
aspect of housing by starting now 
to acquire land which will be needed 


. for future’ development. Rather 


than blaming the whole mess on 
Ottawa, the provincial government 
of. this province, in co-operation 


with the icipalities, should ex- 
amine its own responsibilities more 
closely. a

time of troubles. As minister of labor he

piace -setting wage 
settlements, to the 
current inflation and 
on Thursday, as the 
minister responsible 
for housing, he was 
called to account for 
one of its consequen- 
ces, the 8% perpeent 
maximum interest 
rate on NHA loans. It 
was not an impres- 
sive. defence because 
there has obviously been a 
raiscaleulation — part of the larger 
miscalculation which has landed the 
government in the present financial 
mess. Mr. Nicholson gave the House a

“of prevailing conditions.” But it is not a 


rate which the government can possibly 
regard as desirable and it is not one 
which Mr, Nicholson anticipated because 
the planning, such as it was, presumed 
quite Cifferent conditions. 


No_ Easy Solution 


There are no easy solutions to the 


worse in sociulist thar in free enterprise 
countries. As Mr. Nicholson quite rightly 
pointed out, it is particularly difficult in 
Canada at .the moment because our 
growth has been so fast and because the 
great movement of urbanization tends to 
concentrate people. (and problems) in a 
relatively few metropolitan areas.

they wanted \“grandeur.” 
They turned to him because 


-the elected-French politicians, 


like the elected politicians of 
the 90th Congress in Washing- 
ton. today, offered them no 
prospect or hope ‘that the 
urgent problems would be 
dealt with. 


In ,this sense the French ~ 


turn to De Gaulle, was not 
unlike Mr. Johnson’s landslide 
in 1964.

While he 
was doing this, De Gaulle’s 
constituents went into spasms 
of irritation because -it-was so 
difficult to park their cars and 
because there were such

This, I think, is. the key to 

at has been happening, that

Power Politics Frustrated 


The opinion ‘polls recently 
have been bad reading both in 
the Elysee and in the White 
House. They are showing that 
popular confidence cannot be 
won by actions.abroad. 

By the traditional stands 
of power politics, President 
Johnson has all the material 
resources-needed f6r_a suc- 
cessful diplomatic policy. But, 
unhappily for us all, he has 
landed this country in the 
most serious triuble- it has 
had- to face for at least a 
hundred years. 

And Gen. de Gaulle, the 
most prophetic and experi- 
ented of living statesmen, has 
somehow entangled. himself, in 
costly and dangerous mis- 
calculations. both in Europe 
and in the Middle East. 
“One is tempted-to-say-that 
the traditional game of power 
politics has become unplay- 
able. For not only in Washing- 
ton and. Paris, but also in 
Moscow, Peking and London; 
the foreign offices and the 
diplomats are in trouble. 

The Soviet Union finds itself 
vulnerable on its long Asian 
frontier with China, and it has 
made a humiliating hash of 
its opportunities and its in- 
terests in the Middle East. 

Britain is in full retreat 
from what remains of its 
empire-and also from its 
pretensiops and ddigations as 
a world power. Yet Britain 
has_a long travail ahead of it 
before it will be able to play a 
_Satisfying part in Europe. 


The powers which feel that_ 


they have duties and ambi- 
tions te fulfill abroad seem -un- 
able to prevail abroad. The 
United States has to put up 


A Universal Sentiment 


This-experience accounts, I 
think, for the unpopularity of 
activity abroad. It is also a 
cause; perhaps the main 
cause, for the ineffectiveness 
and the failures of, foreign 
activity. Nations cannot now 
be ordered around by coercing 
or cajoling or bribing their 
governments. For the masses 
are too much preoccupied with 
the problems of living in the 
modern world to respond to 
and to think about -the 
abstractions, about foreign 
ideologies and even of distant 
national_interests. 

The game of power politics 
may again become playable 
some day if mankind can 


» live, not only their; work and 


aS a separate state, thus 
putting off indefinitely any 
prospect of Poland's accepting 
German reunification. 

The miscalculations of the 
Gaullist ‘government during 
the past year -have for the 
first time’ made Gaullist for- 
eign policy seriously contro 
versial in France and to a 
large extent even unpopular. 
In the meantime, French 
internal problems ,« like 


‘America’s own internal, prob- 


Jems, are being aggravated by 
being neglected. 


There is, it would seem, 
something. essentially ‘wrong 
and unworkable in putting 
well-meant and high-sounding 
foreign obligations ahead of 
the grubby work of political 
management at home. It has 
not worked well in France, 
which does not) have great 
power, but does have . great 
experience, and it is not 
working well/ in the ~U.S. 
despite all of/our wealth and 
power. 


Putting action in foreign 
affairs “ahead of action at 
home was & quite plausible 
thing. to, do:‘ the. .wétid is“ a* 
dis orderly and dangerdes- 
place, and it has: seemed to 
both Johnson and De Gaulle 
that to do something - about 
the disorder, be it in South- 
east Asia or-in Europe, was 
more urgent than the. bread- 
and-butter problem at home, 

But the fact of the matter is | 
that both leaders have been 
losing that great popular 
support which they had when 
they first began. Neither has 
been able to realize 
foreign objectives whi ave 
been his main, preoccupation, 


—— 


with Castro’s Cuba, and it is 
unable to'carve an indepen- 
dent South Vietnam out of 
Indochina. The Soviet Union. 
has to put up with Israel. Brit- 
ain and West Germany have 
to put up with the Russians 
and the Americans. 

The frustrations of power 
politics are _reflected every- 
where and in what is a strong 
tide. of isolationist sentiment, 
To .speak of isolationism in 
this connection, however, is 
not to say very much that is 
illuminating. 

I venture to think that we 
can begin to say a little more 
only when we start with the 
idea that the people ‘every- 
where are very preoecw led 
with the problems, with 
pains and the pleasures which 
confront them because they 
are living in the midst of the 
most radical revolution in the 
history of mankind. 

This revolution is a traris- 
formation of the human en- 
vironment and of man. himself 
by technological progress 
which, beginning about two 
‘centuries ago, has now 
acquired enormous 
momentum. 

It is Changing the way men 


their’ hotses,- their food -and 
fheir communications -and 
their pleasures, but it is chang- 
ing also the structure of the 
human family and ‘the 
chemistry of the human per- 
sonality. These changes are 
bewildering. They are fright- 
sening, and it is no ‘wonder 
‘that the masses of mankind 
are much too absorbed in 
their>own-lives to care very 
much about what happens in 
some other country.
